Court rules that 
Mercer’s display 
of Decalogue OK 

Six months after the U.S. Su- 
preme Court ruled that McCreary 
and Pulaski counties can not dis- 
play the Ten Commandments, the 
U.S. Sixth Court of Appeals ruled 
on Dec. 20 that Mercer County 
can keep its display of the 
Decalogue. 

The Mercer County display 
includes such historic documents 
as the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence, the Bill of Rights, and the 
Magna Carta, and does not pro- 
mote religion, the three-judge 
panel ruled. 

The difference between the 
McCreary and Pulaski county 
cases and the Mercer County 
case, the judges said, was intent. 
McCreary and Pulaski officials 
first displayed the Ten Com- 
mandments, then later, after their 
action was challenged by the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
(ACLU), added historic docu- 
ments to the display. In the Mer- 
cer County display, other historic 
documents were always part of 
the display.

Community papers 
remain leading news 
source, study shows 

“While circulation of the big- 
gest dailies continues its long 
decline, a new study finds that 
81% of adults in small markets 
read a newspaper every week, 
and 50 percent say the local pa- 
per is their primary news source,” 
reports Editor & Publisher. 

The National Newspaper As- 
sociation, which has about 2,500 
members, 87 percent non-dailies, 
commissioned the study by the 
Center for Advanced Social Re- 
search at the University of Mis- 
souri School of Journalism. Re- 
searchers surveyed adults 18 
years old and up in markets with 
fewer than 100,000 residents. 

Fifty percent of respondents 
listed the local newspaper as their 
“primary source of information 
about local communities,” fol- 
lowed by television at 16 percent; 
radio, 9 percent; and the Internet, 
2 percent. 

Readers of community papers 
spend an average of 38 minutes 
with each issue, and about a quar- 
ter said they keep the paper in the 
house for six days. The study also 
showed community-paper read- 
ers have a fairly high opinion of 
their local paper. Some 67 percent 
rated the accuracy of their com- 
munity paper as good to excel- 
lent, and 64 percent rated the 
writing quality as either good to 
excellent. 

NNA Executive Director 
Brian Steffens said the report is 
a needed contrast with recent 
news about the decline of metro- 
politan papers. “Virtually all of 
the research has been focused on 
large daily newspapers serving 
the top 150 markets,” he said.

Letting Hollywood Into 
The Home 

As basic cable TV becomes edgier in language and sexual con- 
tent, families cry louder for help. The industry’s self- imposed 
ratings are farcical. Now it’s trying to fend off government moves 
for “a la carte” cable pricing with offers of “ family friendly” 
packages. 

The Federal Communications Commission (FCC) and Congress 
shouldn”t accept the offer. 

Consumers need more choices to protect their children, and 
the best way is to allow them to buy only the cable channels they 
want and not be forced to purchase the prepackaged channel 
bundles picked by a handful of media conglomerates. 

As long as cable TV remains a government-regulated monopoly 
in almost every locale, the FCC should not let cable programmers 
decide what is “family” fare. Allowing the industry to define that 
word, and thus the meaning of decency, would result in the same 
problem and continuing confusion among viewers. 

Case in point: The FCC has already pushed broadcast TV, where 
government regulation of the airwaves is clear, into showing fam- 
ily- v frly shows in the early evening. The tactic hasn’t worked. As 
FCC chairman Kevin Martin told Congress last month, the use of 
profanity during broadcast TV’s “family hour” has increased 95 
percent from 1998 to 2002, while the number of sexual scenes 
has nearly doubled. 

Hollywood’s increasing inability to provide quality entertain- 
ment has led it to compete in vulgarity and raciness, with the odd 
notion that titillation is an artistic necessity and gutter talk is an 
accurate reflection of society. It’s propensity toward soft porn 
should be relegated to an isolated market niche and not rammed 
into family homes where cable TV is often the TV of choice. 

Free speech and free choice will still be honored if consumers 
are given a choice in buying cable channels one by one. The tech- 
nology of wiring entertainment into homes is heading that way, 
and so should the cable industry. 

But the industry claims that a la carte pricing would not be 
economically feasible, that the less popular programs now indi- 
rectly supported by more popular programs would be dropped, 
and that consumer choice would decrease while overall prices 
would rise. 

The FCC, in a report to be released soon, finds such a dire 
prediction to be unrealistic. In fact, it finds alternatives for in- 
creasing consumer choice and that a la carte pricing would result 
in a 1.97 percent decrease in prices paid by consumers. 

Washington should heed this report and the more than half of 
Americans who, according to polls, find too much violence, sex, 
and cursing on television — not to mention the 75 percent of people 
who want tighter enforcement of TV content. Lobbyists from 
media giants and their campaign money should not sway govern- 
ment officials from taking the high road on cable TV policy. 

Even though parents have many ways to control what programs 
their children watch, government is the last resort if those con- 
trols are failing. With cable now commanding 85 percent of TV 
viewers, that sense of lost control is rising. 

The industry only acts when the FCC threatens it, that’s clear. 
Now it’s time for the FCC to act.

Hello from the Judge’s Office. 

I hope everyone had a good 
Christmas and has enjoyed some 
time with your family and friends. 
Please be careful through the New 
Year holiday and please “Buckle 
Up” and “Do Not Use Drugs, 
Drink and Drive.” 

This is a very cold time of the 
year and a time when you need to 
remember your outside pets and 
animals. Make sure that their 
water supply is not frozen and that 
they have plenty to drink. Pets are 
the responsibility of their owners, 
so please take good care of them. 
(It cost the county taxpayers ap- 
proximately $20,000 a year to 
take care of our stray dogs.) Also, 
it is the pet owner’s responsibil- 
ity to keep your dogs at home, 
because when they stray onto 
your neighbor’s property, then 
they call us and report it as a stray; 
we then come and pick up the 
dog/dogs and take them to the vet, 
where we keep it for seven days. 
After the dog has been with the 
vet for seven days, if no one 
adopts it or it is not reclaimed by 
the owner, it is put to sleep. The 
Helping Hands for Animals orga- 
nization and the veterinarians’ 
offices try to find homes for the 
dogs, but this is not always pos- 
sible. 

If everyone would take re- 
sponsibility for their pets, it 
would save the taxpayers thou- 
sands of dollars. So be a good pet 
owner. If you do not use your pet 
for breeding, please have it 
spayed or neutered to keep from 
having so many strays wandering 
everywhere. 

If your county road is not get- 
ting attention on snowy or icy 
days, call me at 743-3897 and we 
will check for the reason why 
they have not been cleaned/salted. 
The men at the county garage are 
very good about coming out at 
any hour or day to work on slick 
roads. Remember, cold spots tend 
to stay frozen after they have been 
salted. We will continue to work 
the roads until they are cleared of 
snow and ice.

confessed, drew a map and traded 
his death sentence for life in 
prison. 

She says inmates trust her be- 
cause she cares about what hap- 
pens to them. Forgive the anal- 
ogy, but it makes me think of 
people who work closely with 
caged tigers and get as comfort- 
able as if they were playing with 
kittens, forgetting they are next to 
something powerful and unpre- 
dictable and capable of great 
harm. 

She has worked on hundreds 
of murder cases; this year judges 
appointed her to more than a 
dozen. This year she spoke at a 
seminar for lawyers and judges on 
the death penalty. She is not sure 
how many of them knew about 
her husband. 

Lawyers say she is good at 
what she does. Tampa attorney 
Anthony Marchese said a client 
wavering between a deal of life 
in prison or the risk of the death 
penalty if he went to trial was 
convinced when Rosalie “gave 
him a very personalized account 
of what death row was like.” 

And about that marriage of 
hers? The lawyers do not ask. 

“Never have, never would, 
none of my business,” lawyer 
Nick Sinardi says. “It’s never 
come up.” 

Well, for those of us who do 
ask, no, no conjugal visits. Bolin 
- who was sentenced to death in 
all three murders and won retri- 
als in each case twice - finally 
had a death sentence upheld by 
the Florida Supreme Court last 
year. Rosalie will see him through 
his remaining trials and appeals, 
and that is all their marriage is. 

“It works for me,” she says. “A 
man in my life everyday would 
be annoying.” 

She says she does not believe 
in the death penalty, that killers 
should be studied, not executed. 
Okay. But marrying one? 

She still wears the 5 -carat dia- 
mond from her first, 18 -year mar- 
riage. 

“I earned every carat,” she 
says, and that is all you get on the 
subject. 

So I cannot explain Rosalie 
Bolin’s life. All I can tell you is 
that she has somehow 
perservered, and that today, she 
will be back in courtroom with 
yet another accused killer.

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Gas officials address pipeline 
capacity issues with lawmakers 



FRANKFORT — Firm con- 
tracts with producers who supply 
most of the natural gas to Eastern 
Kentucky’s pipeline system has 
kept other producers out of the 
market, gas company officials 
told the Special Subcommittee on 
Energy at a Dec. 16 hearing in 
Frankfort. Glen Kettering, pipe- 
lines president for Columbia Gas 
Transmission Company, told the 
subcommittee that over the past 
four years, every cubic foot of the 
company’s 500K mcf (million

cubic feet) capacity system in 
Eastern Kentucky has been pur- 
chased by regional producers. 

Since those with “firm con- 
tracts” usually operate at capac- 
ity, Kettering said, there is little 
opportunity for those without 
these contracts to sell their gas. 

That limitation hurts the pro- 
ducers and Columbia Gas Trans- 
mission, he explained. 

“Our pipelines, to be very 
blunt about it, are financially 
incented to maximize the natural 
gas transmission and storage ser- 
vices that we provide,” Kettering 
said. 

He added that Columbia Gas 
transmission attempted this year 
to expand capacity by 60K mcf/ 
day in the region but there was 
not enough interest in the project. 

“We are still trying to crack the 
economic code and find other 
ways to get gas to market and 
expand access to production that 
is trapped in this area,” he said. 

Independent producers told 
the subcommittee last month that 
pipeline transmission companies 
were shutting them out of the 
pipelines for much of the year al- 
though demand for gas is high. 
Kettering said the lack of capac- 
ity is what is preventing these pro- 
ducers without firm contracts 
from selling their gas, which to- 
tals about 60K mcf ’s a day. 

Producers without firm con- 
tracts must sell on an “interrupted 
basis,” he said, which unfortu- 
nately includes most of the year 
except winter months when those 
with firm contracts cannot keep 
up with demand. When winter 
ends, the producers who do not 
own capacity in the system will 
likely be shut out of the system 
again. 

“We would expect to one de- 
gree or another those same cir- 



cumstances to continue next sum- 
mer and fall,” Kettering said. 

Rep. Rocky Adkins, D-Sandy 
Hook, said independent produc- 
ers without firm contracts are 
hurting financially. 

“You try to move that gas be- 
cause you want a return on that 
investment,” he aid. “If you have 
1,700 wells shut in for six 
months, there are not many com- 
panies that can withstand that.” 

Kettering and Dave 
Spiegelmyer with Equitable Re- 
sources, Inc., Eastern Kentucky’s 
other natural gas pipeline com- 
pany, booth told the subcommit- 
tee that the region’s pipeline sys- 
tem needs to be expanded so more 
gas can be pushed through. 

Spiegelmyer said Equitable’s 
board recently approved funding 
for a Big Sandy pipeline that 
would move 70K mcf/day to mar- 
ket. The 60-mile project has yet 
to be approved by federal regula- 
tors, but Equitable is hoping to 
have the project complete by 
2007. 

The $80 million line would 
connect into the Tennessee Gas 
pipeline, he said. 

“By opening this line, many 
with trapped gas would be mov- 
ing it to market,” aid 
Spiegelmyer. 

Subcommittee co-chair Rep. 
Tanya Pullin, D-South Shore, 
whose House Bill 225 passed last 
session creating the Kentucky 
Gas Pipeline Authority to fund 
pipeline construction in the state, 
praised Equitable for its commit- 
ment.

Wachovia Direct Lending” is not 
authorized to do business in 
Canada. “Wachovia Direct Lend- 
ing” is not affiliated with 
Wachovia Corporation, Charlotte, 
N.C., or any of its subsidiaries, 
including Wachovia Bank, N.A.

Floyd Co. Court 
targets sex shops 

PRESTONSBURG — The 
Floyd County Fiscal Court has 
given reading to an ordinance 
that, according to Judge Execu- 
tive Paul Hunt, technically makes 
it impossible for sexually-ori- 
ented businesses to operate.

Every penny that goes to the 
Veterans Program Trust Fund, 
including interest earned, is used 
to support veteran related pro- 
grams for which there are not 
appropriated funds.

Magoffin judge orders man 
to tell public he is criminal 



What is KY-ASAP? 



SALYERSVILLE — Ma- 
goffin County District Court 
Judge Dennis Prater has allowed 
an alternative to sentence plea 
agreement to a Magoffin County 
man charged with stealing goods 
from Ivyton Scrap Metal that 
would have the accused stand in 
front of the business from which 
he stole holding a sign that 
explains what crime he was 
caught committing. 

Adam Minix, 30, of 
Salyersville, was arraigned in the 
Magoffin County District Court 
Monday, and for the price of a 
guilty plea was offered a chance 
to pay his debt to society by stand- 
ing in front of Ivyton Scrap Metal 
with a sign that the business’s 
owner, Paul Marselette Jr., de- 
scribed as reading, “I was caught 
stealing from Ivyton Scrap 
Metal.” 



Minix is facing felony charges 
of theft by unlawful taking (over 
$300), and third-degree forgery 
charges. 

According to Marselette Jr., 
Minix is scheduled to stand in 
front of the business on the 
Mountain Parkway for eight 
hours on Jan 30. 

“I’m tired of being ran over,” 
Marselette Jr. said. “I want to 
show people that we’re not go- 
ing to tolerate this. This gives the 
public an idea of who is doing 
these crimes.” 

Marselette Sr. said this type of 
sentencing along with restitution 
payments of the money that was 
given away was the only kind of 
plea agreement he would accept. 
Otherwise, Minix could face a 
possible grand jury indictment on 
felony theft charges.

Answer: Direct deposit is a 
fast, safe way to get your benefit 
payments. There is no worry 
about checks being lost in the 
mail or stolen. You do not have 
to take your payment to the bank 
to deposit it - the payment is al- 
ready there. And signing up for 
direct deposit couldn’t be easier.

Question: I have developed 
some physical ailments as I have 
aged, and now think that I may 
need to hire someone to help me 
out with household chores.

Answer: If you pay your 
worker $1,400 or more in cash 
wages during 2005, increasing to

Like many people, you’re 
probably thinking about dragging 
out the chainsaw to cut firewood, 
remove fallen tree branches or 
take care of similar tasks while 
the leaves are off the trees. Be- 
fore you get started, however, you 
might want to ponder this: Every 
year, about 36,000 people are 
taken to the emergency room for 
chainsaw related injuries, accord- 
ing to the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. 

The chainsaw has been called 
one of the most dangerous tools, 
mostly because of its power. Be- 
sides, anything that can cut 
through wood can certainly cut 
through a person’s skin and se- 
rous cuts from chainsaws are 
common. 

To reduce the risk of a 
chainsaw injury, keep these im- 
portant safety guidelines in mind: 

• Make sure you choose a 
chainsaw that includes safety fea- 
tures, including a chain brake, 
front and rear hand guards, and a 
low-kickback chain. Also choose 
the proper size chainsaw to match 
the job. Most stores that special- 
ize in chainsaw and outdoor 
equipment sales can help you 
with these decisions. 

• Read and follow the 
manufacturer’s instructions. 

• Check to see that all parts are 
present and in good working or- 
der, and check the saw chain for 
proper tension and sharpness. 
Also be sure the chain is well-lu- 
bricated. 

• Always start a chainsaw with 
the saw on the ground, with one 
hand firmly on the handle. Never 
hold the chainsaw in the air with 
one hand while pulling on the 
starting rope with the other.

• Keep both hands on the 
chainsaw while cutting, and al- 
ways operate below should 
height. Engage the chain brake 
when starting and walking with 
the saw. 

• Many chainsaw injuries re- 
sult from “kickback,” which can 
occur when the upper tip of the 
guide bar touches an object or the 
chain gets pinches. To lessen the 
chance of the saw striking you 
during kickback, maintain a stiff 
left elbow, to keep the saw from 
hitting your head or face during 
kickback, never look directly 
down down the cut. During kick- 
back, the saw comes out of the 
cut and up toward the operator. 

• Wear appropriate equipment 
to protect your eyes, hearing, 
head, and legs and feet. Eyes, 
head and ears can be prtected by 
wearing a helmet system that in- 
cludes a face shield and hearing 
protectors mounted on a hardhat. 
Safety goggles or glasses should 
also be worn. Make sure it is true 
safety eyewear and not normal 
glasses. Wearing cut-resistant 
boots and chaps is a requirement 
for loggers and should also be 
worn by others when using a saw. 

• Never operate a chainsaw 
alone. Another person can share 
the cutting tasks to help prevent 
fatigue or go for help if an acci- 
dent occurs. Source: Jeff Stringer, 
Associate Professor, UK Depart- 
ment of Forestry.

MSU spring registration 
to be held Jan. 12 and 13

FRANKFORT - There were 
understandable sighs of relief 
around the Capitol last week 
when new tax revenue estimates 
for the coming two-year state 
budget came out higher than es- 
timates made in October. 

The Consensus Forecasting 
Group, a panel of state econo- 
mists that meets regularly 
throughout the year, believes 
there will be about $450 million 
in new tax revenues for the 2006- 
2008 budget cycle. Add that to 
an expected surplus in tax rev- 
enues for the current fiscal year, 
and there’s a chance that at least 
some of the major spending is- 
sues expected in the General As- 
sembly beginning next month 
can be addressed. 

Not all, by any means, but per- 
haps some of the most urgent. 

When dealing with annual 
General Fund expenditures of 
about $8 billion a year, a couple 
of hundred million a year doesn’t 
go a long way, especially com- 
ing so soon after the major bud- 
get cuts that began with the 2000 
national economic downturn. 

And the Forecasting Group’s 
estimates can change fairly 
quickly as the state’s economy 



FRANKFORT, Ky.— 
Through a partnership with Lou- 
isville-based Appriss Inc., devel- 
oper of the VINE system, the 
Kentucky Department of Correc- 
tions has enhanced its statewide 
prisoner escape notification ser- 
vice. 

The notification system, 
AlertXpress, will now allow in- 
dividuals who live near 
Kentucky’s 13 state prisons and 
three private prisons to hear de- 
tailed information about the in- 
mate in the event of an escape 
from that institution. When the 
escape notification system was 
launched last year, residents only 
heard a recorded message in- 
forming them of the date and time 
of the escape. Now those regis- 
tered will know exactly who es- 
caped, including a description of 
the inmate and their charges. 

Residents will still call the 
same toll-free number, 1-866- 
445-2867, to register and all those 



changes. For instance, the better 
than expected growth in tax rev- 
enues over the next two years is 
based, in part, on higher state in- 
come tax receipts. 

But the state’s unemployment 
rate rose in November to 6.2 per- 
cent, a substantial rise from the 
4.7 percent rate in November, 
2004. Any further increases in 
unemployment could force a 
downward revision of income tax 
expectations for next year. 

So where will the new tax rev- 
enues go in the new budget? 
There almost certainly will be 
little money available for any 
grandiose projects beyond the 
debt service on $75 million for 
the proposed Louisville arena 
and the $30 million Horse Park 
arena in Lexington, much of 
which was socked away earlier. 

Indeed teachers and state em- 
ployees could get the lion’s share 
of the new revenue either with 
pay raises, health insurance cov- 
erage or payment into their 
underfunded pension plans - or 
some combination of the three. 

Every state university will be 
at the Capitol lobbying Gov. 
Ernie Fletcher and legislators for 
a larger share of state funding, 
including the ambitious efforts of 



previously registered will be 
“rolled over” by Appriss onto the 
enhanced system. Residents can 
register as many numbers as they 
wish - for instance a home tele- 
phone, a cell phone number and 
a work number. 

The enhanced notification 
system also calls registered indi- 
viduals when the escapee is back 
in custody. 

“This enhanced escape noti- 
fication plan is a continuation of 
our plan towards ensuring the 
safety of residents of the Com- 
monwealth and carrying out the 
mission of not only the Depart- 
ment of Corrections, but the Jus- 
tice and Public Safety Cabinet as 
well,” said Corrections Commis- 
sioner John D. Rees. “We work 
diligently to make our prisoners 
safe and secure and want to do 
everything in our power to make 
the residents who live near our 
prisons feel as safe as possible.” 

Early in 2004, the Department

And there is always the crisis 
in coming up with enough money 
to keep the state Medicaid pro- 
gram from lapsing into deficit 
spending. 

While there will be more tax 
revenues over the next two years, 
Kentucky is hardly swimming in 
new money to spend. 

Unlike most other states that 
raised taxes during the 
recessionary years, Kentucky 
raised some taxes and lowered 
others to fulfill Fletcher’s “rev- 
enue neutral” campaign promise. 

According to The Washington 
Post last week, those states that 
raised taxes are now ready to go 
on a spending spree with serious 
new money available. 

In Wyoming, for example, oil, 
gas and coal taxes have produced 
a budget surplus amounting to 
two-thirds the amount of the 
state’s budget. In Kentucky, that 
would translate into more than $5 
billion, enough to fund every 
education dream ever conceived 
from kindergarten through 
graduate school. 

In Delaware, a budget surplus 



of Corrections began exploring 
the idea of an escape notification 
plan when its LaGrange prisons 
attempted to update their lists of 
nearby residents wishing to be 
notified of an escape. Due to the 
number of residents who re- 
sponded and the volume of calls 
it would require, it was not fea- 
sible for prison staff to manually 
make the telephone calls. Depart- 
ment officials approached 
Appriss President Mike Davis, 
who agreed to provide the service 
as an added component of its ex- 
isting VINE contract. 

“The Kentucky Department of 
Corrections has been on the cut- 
ting edge of notification technol- 
ogy for more than 10 years,” said 
Davis. “We are thrilled to, once 
again, work with the department 
to ensure residents living near 
state prisons have as much infor- 
mation as possible during an es- 
cape.” 

Kentucky became the first 
state in the nation to implement 
VINE in 1996. The victim noti- 
fication service is now available 
in more than 1,500 communities 
in 40 states. 



is being used to fund a full day 
of kindergarten for every 5 year 
old. Illinois is funding a health 
care program for kids out of its 
surplus. New Jersey and Pennsyl- 
vania are paying for property tax 
decreases, and Hawaii is giving 
a $300 million tax refund out of 
surplus revenues. Colorado is fi- 
nancing a light rail line from 
downtown Denver to its airport. 
New Mexico is using a big part 
of its $ 1 billion surplus to build 
a spaceport for a private firm 
planning to offer people trips into 
space. 

“Revenues improved notably 
in fiscal 2005, enabling many 
states to begin restoring funding 
to programs cut during the pre- 
vious economic downturn,” The 
Post quotes a report by the Na- 
tional Governors Association and 
the National Association of State 
Budget Officers. 

Kentucky’s still antiquated tax 
system isn’t churning out huge 
budget surpluses for spaceports 
and light rail lines, let along tax 
refunds. 

For now at least, Fletcher and 
legislators will have to be con- 
tent with a few hundred million 
dollars a year - and the hope the 
forecasters are on the money.

Joe Bowen, a Powell County 
native, completed the first 10,000 
miles of his 14,000-mile “Ken- 
tucky Unbridled Spirit Redis- 
cover Bicycle America Tour” 
across the United States. He ped- 
aled across twenty-five states and 
two Canadian Provinces. 

Mr. Bowen, age 62, is follow- 
ing the original 14,000-mile route 
he rode 3 8 -years ago. His first trip 
earned him the legacy as the first 
person recognized to extensively 
tour the United States on a bi- 
cycle. 

Mr. Bowen pedaled out of the 
city of Lompoc in Southern Cali- 
fornia at 9:00 a.m. on April 8. 
This was the same date, time and 
place he began the original trip in 
1967. He even spent the preced- 
ing night with the same people he 
stayed with 38 years ago. He and 
Cliff Cantrell, a bicycling friend 
from Wolfe County, first rode 
along the California coast to San 
Francisco and then into the wine 
country of Napa Valley. They 
continued northward into the vol- 
cano area of the Cascade Moun-

tains of Oregon and onward to 
Seattle, Washington. At this point, 
Cliff returned home while Joe ex- 
plored the waterways of the Puget 
Sound and Canada’s southwest 
province of British Columbia. 
Next, he rode across Washington 
state into Idaho and northward 
into the Rocky Mountains of 
Alberta Province, Canada. A 
north to south ride across Mon- 
tana was followed by a west to 
east crossing of Wyoming and 
then onward into South Dakota 
and Nebraska. Mr. Bowen rode 
extensively through the Rocky 
Mountains of Colorado and into 
the deserts of Utah, Nevada, Ari- 
zona and New Mexico. He 
crossed Texas and rode through 
parts of Oklahoma, Kansas, and 
Missouri before entering the 
southern states of Arkansas, Loui- 
siana, Mississippi, Alabama, 
Florida, and Georgia. He con- 
cluded this phase of his trip in 
Tennessee. 

Mr. Bowen encountered snow 
in the Cascade and Rocky Moun- 
tains and searing heat in the Great 
Plains and Western deserts. He 
rode along both the Pacific and 
Atlantic Ocean shores. Mr. 
Bowen pedaled through large cit- 
ies and across vast areas of rural 
America. He crossed the Conti- 
nental Divide eleven times. 

Mr. Bowen will spend the win- 
ter working in schools across the 
region that followed his day-to- 
day progress on his web site 
(www.RideJoeRide.org) hosted 
by the Appalachian Heritage Al- 
liance.

scenic wonders of America. Stu- 
dents from Kentucky and several 
other states communicated with 
Mr. Bowen by email, through the 
web site, and by telephone dur- 
ing the trip. He also gathered edu- 
cational resource materials for 
classroom teachers. 

In the spring, Joe Bowen will 
remount his bicycle and complete 
the remaining 4,000 miles of his 
trip. As Mr. Bowen bicycles 
across the country he tells the rest 
of America about the warm, 
friendly people and natural sce- 
nic wonders of Kentucky. 

The first phase of Mr. Bowen’s 
trip began at the steps of the Capi- 
tol last March with an Official 
Send-Off by Governor Ernie 
Fletcher. Mr. Bowen received the 
first “Kentucky Unbridled Spirit 
Award” and was then cheered on 
by several hundred students 
chanting, “Ride, Joe, Ride!” as he 
rode his bicycle around the Capi- 
tol. Mr. Bowen next rode 750 
miles across Kentucky from 
Paducah to his home in Eastern 
Kentucky. 

The Appalachian Heritage Al- 
liance, Kentucky Department of 
Tourism, Powell County Tourism, 
the UK Appalachian Center and 
individuals across the Common- 
wealth sponsored Mr. Bowen’s 
trip. 

Joe Bowen is listed in the 
Guinness Book of World Records 
for the longest stilt walk. In 1980, 
he walked over 3,000 miles on 
stilts to raise money for the 
American Jaycees to donate for 
muscular dystrophy research. He 
has twice carried the Olympic 
torch and is a recipient of the Ellis 
Island Medal of Honor.

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A grandson’s recollections of Dr. Alec Spencer 
and the glorious Summer of the Old Pony

As I recall, it was nearing the 
end of winter, when the winter 
solstice has long passed and the 
increasing length of daylight 
causes young ponies to frolic and 
old work ponies to put a little 
prance in their gait as they real- 
ize they have survived another 
cold winter. Or do I recall wrong, 
and was it the beginning of fall, 
and that old pony put a little 
prance in his pace because he 
knew it was the last time he would 
ever pull a plow? 

Regardless of the season, it 
was a beautiful day in my eyes. 
It is a day that lives in memory as 
full of warmth, not only because 
the day was sunny, but because I 
was with my favorite person who 
ever lived. I was with my 
Pappaw, Dr. Alec Spencer, and he 
had taken me out with him on his 
house calls in the hollers that hold 
the homes of the patients he loved 
to serve. 

After caring for an elderly 
shut-in, we drove to Glen Avenue 
where a man (who my mother 
now tells me was Reynolds 
Brown) was using a painted pony 
to plow his garden. I was almost 
four years old, and I sat transfixed 
to the sight. As we were on the 
way there, Pappaw said to me, 
“Spencer, how would you like a 
pony?” 

“A pony? I would love a 
pony!” I squealed. 

As we pulled up to the field 
where the farmer and pony were 
plowing, I soaked up this foreign 
scene. I loved watching the 
“Little House on the Prairie”, 
where Laura Ingall’s Pa would 
often use a horse to clear his land, 
plow his field, and pull his fam- 
ily to church in the wagon. Yet 
never had I seen a real horse plow 
a field. 

Pappaw watched with tender 
affection for his eldest grandson 
as I stared at the horse and farmer. 
“There’s your pony, son.” 

“Can I have him now?” 

“We just have to wait for him 
to finish plowing this field. I 
promised when I bargained for 
him that I would get him right 
after he finished the field.” 

“What’s his name, Pappaw?” 

“I don’t know if he has one. 
We’ll have to ask Reynolds when 
he finishes plowing.” 

I looked at the pony with his 
beautiful coat that was painted 



brown and white. He looked to 
me like the kind of horse that the 
Indians rode in the illustrated 
book on American Indians that 
my Mammaw had. I could see 
me riding him with Geronimo as 
we fought the US Cavalry. He 
looked like a strong, brave horse 
to me. 

“I’m not going to let him pull 
a plow anymore, Pappaw. He is 
my Indian horse.” 

Pappaw gleamed as he chuck- 
led at my statement. “No, he’ll 
never plow again.” 

When Reynolds finished 
plowing, he freed the pony of the 
harness and brought him over to 
where Pappaw and I waited. 
“Doc, is this the youngun that 
needs a good pony?” 

“It sure is.” 

“What’s my pony’s name?” I 
chirped. 

“Ted,” was the reply. 

Looking back, Ted was a good, 
solid name for a creature that had 
plowed many fields in the many 
years before I met him, and for 
the warhorse that I knew him to 
be. I soon discovered that Ted 
would never run, stumble, or act 
careless when I was on his back. 
I learned to ride him bareback, or 
I should say, he taught me to ride 
without even needing a saddle. 
With only a bridle and plenty of 
unbridled enthusiasm, I would 
hop on Ted and let out blood-cur- 
dling Indian war cries that may 
still echo through the hollers 
around the house that Dr. Spen- 
cer once owned. I would ride him 
bareback up the side of steep 
hollers, grabbing onto his mane 
as I started to slide off of his back, 
but Ted never budged an inch 
from his slow, even plod. “Ted, 
the cavalry will surely catch us, 
you must run,” I cried out, my 
authentic Cherokee Indian moc- 
casins digging into his ribs. Still, 
no increase in speed, but rather 
Ted completely stopped in his 
tracks. On another occasion I let 
out war cries in tongues that 
Pappaw swore only “the holy- 
rollers could understand.” The 
first time I ever belted out my 
war-cry, Pappaw and Mammaw 
came out to admire Ted and me 
on the lawn as we fought the en- 
croaching Yankee cavalry of Gen- 
eral Custer. (Well, actually they 
ran outside the house because 
they thought I was being mur- 
dered or kidnapped when they 
heard me screaming. Then they 
doubled over with relief, and 
merriment flooded over them 



when in frustration I exclaimed, 
“Pappaw something is wrong 
with Ted! He won’t run like an 
Indian horse is supposed to when 
I make the war-hoop.”) 

It was soon discovered that 
gentle Ted would not run with 
children on his back. No matter 
whether a child was my kith or 
kin, or just a plain stranger, Ted 
would not run, jump, or even 
strut. But as soon as an adult got 
on his back, Ted was off like Man 
O’ War at Churchill Downs. 

Many adults, after admiring 
Ted’s docile temperament with 
children, would insist on riding 
Ted. Ted always made them re- 
gret it. But my favorite memo- 
ries of Ted with adult equestrians 
occurred when my Aunt Carolyn 
and my Uncle Darryl decided that 
they had to ride Ted after watch- 
ing how Ted and I interacted. My 
aunt came out to visit from North- 
ern California in the mid- 1 970 ’s. 
She asked me if she could ride 
Ted. “Ted only likes children to 
ride him, Aunt Carolyn. He is un- 
controllable with big people. You 
wouldn’t be able to ride him.” 

“Oh, Spencer, I rode horses all 
through my childhood on this 
land. I am a great equestrian. I’ll 
be fine.” 

“Okaaay,” I said. I had yet to 
ever see an adult be wrong when 
they said they could do some- 
thing. 

Ted gave Aunt Carolyn just 
enough time to get firmly in the 
saddle (which Pappaw had just 
recently purchased). Then he 
commenced to running and buck- 
ing.
